HARMONUA

Sitting through a musical event such 
as the JEDINSTVO performance, might 
have aroused you curiousity about the 
unique stringed instrument being play¬ 
ed as an accompaniment to a circle 
dance. The first part of the JEDINST¬ 
VO program saw dancers performing a 
Dalmatian dance, the LINDJO, or hop ¬ 
ping dance . The roots of this dance 
can be traced to the southern coast 
of the Adriatic Sea, near Dubrovnik. 
The dancers surrond the solitary 
string player who plays an instrument 
called the LIJERICA. 

The LIJERICA is a short-necked in¬ 
strument belonging to the lute family. 
Did you know that our present-day li¬ 
jerica is the same lute-type instru¬ 
ment depicted in the 11th and 12th 
century stone entrances to French ca¬ 
thedrals? A testimonial to the cont¬ 
inuity of tradition! An interesting 
fact is that the lijerica is one of 
the few instruments which are still 
made by the players. For that reason 
it is difficult to find two instru¬ 
ments that are exactly the same! 

All lijericas have basically the 
same body shape, usually made from 
maplewood. The belly of the instru¬ 
ment is pear-shaped and the neck is 
broad. The lijerica consists of only 
three strings, and the player uses his 
bow in such a way that any loose 
strings can be tightened with his lit¬ 
tle finger during the performance. 
Usually, the lijerica is used as part 
of a dance accompaniment and the play¬ 
er marks the rhythm while tapping his 
foot on the floor. In my next column 
I will talk about another fascinating 
Yugoslav stringed instrument, the 
GUSLE.

Sarajevo 

Whoever thought that an isolated 
assassination in the remote Balkan 
town of Sarajevo would have resulted 
In World War I? 

And here I stand on the very street 
corner from which the gunman fired 
and killed Austrian Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand and his wife on June 28, 
1914, and Ignited a war. 

In fact, 1 place my sizelOVis in shoe 
prints embedded in sidewalk concrete 
exactly where the teenage assassin 
stood as one might stand in the shoe 
prints of Clark Gable at the former 
Grauman's Chinese Theater In Holly¬ 
wood. 

Across the street from the spot is a 
bridge named after the assassin, 
Garirilo Princip. A plaque describes 
him as a “initiator of liberty." 

All the elements that make college 
history courses come alive are pre¬ 
sent, but Sarajevo will make a new im¬ 
print on history with the 1984 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

'The Olympic Games Is giving 
Yugoslavia a chance to be well known 
In the world, 1 ’ said a member of the 
Olympic Organizing Committee. “We 
are sure that the people abroad, 
especially in the United States, don't 
know much about our country." 

This ancient city of 340,000 is the 
capital of Yugoslavian republic of 
Bosnla-Herzegovlna and Is surrounded 
by mountains. 

If there ever was a locality eager to 
serve as center stage for performan¬ 


ces by the world’s best winter sport 
athletes, Sarajevo Is it. 

Already, a huge banner, “Welcome 
to Olympic City,” hangs outside the 
airport terminal. City workers In the 
spirit of the games wear decorative in¬ 
signia promoting the world event. 
Services are rendered with a smile. 

The town is much liver, friendlier 
and less official than Belgrade. 

Sarajevo, In fact, reminds me of an 
American college town, especially with 
it 26 colleges and more than 40 insti¬ 
tutes specializing in technical, medical 
and social sciences. 

In one section of town the streets 
are named after different crafts: the 
Goldsmiths’ street, the Coppersmiths' 
street, Locksmiths', Saddlers', Black¬ 
smiths'. 

Some of the worlds most gifted 
craftsmen practice their crafts here 
and display original and beautiful 
works of copper and filigree objects of 
precious metals, embroidery and 
leather ware. 

High above Sarajevo are the dazzl¬ 
ing steeps of Jahorina, considered by 
some to be among the most beautiful 
mountains in Europe. The women’s 
events will be held there. Trebevic will 
be the site of bobsled and lugs races. 
UJelasnic will be the scene of men's 
alpine and Nordic events, the biathlon 
and the Jumps. 

Members of the Winter Olympics 
Organizing Committee smile at the 
mention of the amount of construction 
asking place through the city. 

The main ice skating arena is rapid¬ 
ly taking shape, along with the speed 
skating venue. The 50,000-seat soccer 
stadium already has been renovated 
for the Olympics. 

"Everything will be In place by 


1983,”. a committee member said, 
“We’re still developing." — 

Cost of hosting the Olympics will be 
close to $170 million, game officials 
said. 

Hotel Evropa will be among the 
locations sure to be filled to capacity 
when Olympic enthusiasts converge 
on this ancient city. Staff from ABC, 
the network that will cover the event, 
already has reserved many of the 
rooms. 

Some 15 new hotels with 3,000 beds 
are being constructed, and Olympic 
organizers say 20,000 beds in the city 
and 10,000 in surrounding com- 
. munITies and hotels will be made avail- 
. able to visitors. "Sure, It’ll ignite winter 
sports activity after the Olympics," an 
official said. ’The greatest dimension 
Is that all Yugoslavia is participating in 
the games and tourism will be devel¬ 
oped all over Yugoslavia." 


Zagreb _ 

Either the energetic Serbs and 
Croats playing basketball on a court 
near our hotel In Downtown Zagreb 
thought I wanted to show what the 
United States would have done to 


Yugoslavia In the basketball competi¬ 
tion in the 1980 Olympics (They were 
there and won the gold medal while we 
■ stayed at home), or maybe they Just 
play as If their lives depend on It. 

Hand signals to convey that I was 
here to get the blood flowing after a 
short stay in frigid Sarajevo seemed to 
be understood. 

Nevertheless, a crowd of about 75 
slowly formed and there I was, playing 
1 four on four In the deliberate style of 
eastern European countries. 

I got the feeling when I handled the 
ball that my Yugoslavian team mates 
thought I was either going to walk on 
i air or make the ball disappear. 

( Sad to say I did neither, and for 
some time l felt'the bruises from the 
l opposition's aggressive defense. 

Basketball, I found from my experi¬ 
ence and numerous games broadcast 
on government television is very, very 
popular here. Yugoslavians take It ser¬ 
iously. Look for them In the '84 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics in Los Angeles. 

Zagreb, at this point In our tour, 
seemed the most progressive of the 
previously visited cities. 

It is the second largest town of 
Yugoslavia and the capital of the 
Socialist republic of Croatia. More 
than 800,000 inhabltans, teeming traf¬ 
fic and well-travelled sidewalks give 
this city a cosmopolitan flavor. The 
streets, quite noticeably, are free of lit¬ 
ter. 

Zagreb actually consists of three 
towns: Upper Town, Lower Town and 
New Zagreb, which Is steeped in 
modem architecture. 

The city is host to world-wide audi¬ 
ences to such events as the Interna¬ 
tional Festival of Contemporary Music, 
World Animated Film Festival and the 
Zagreb International Fair, which num¬ 
bers fifth in the world. 

A 2y2-hour drive from Zagreb Is the 
Plitvice Lakes National Park, which is 
among the most beautiful national 
parks In Europe. The area of the na¬ 
tional park cover 50,000 acres com¬ 
prised of woods, meadows, lakes and 
rivers. 

Dubrovnik 


If the Great Wall of China is consid¬ 
ered a remarkable feat of engineering, 
then the wall surrounding Dubrovnik 
has to rank a close second. 

The high, wide stone walls — a cor¬ 
onet of fortifications, towers, bastions, 
strongholds and fortresses — makes 
Dubrovnik exceptional and the best 
preserved medieval town on the 
Adriatic Coast 

Once used against Invasions and 
conquerors coming from the sea or 
land, the wall's appealing beauty 
prompts new Invasions, this time by 
tourists. 

It only took a stroll along the Placa, 
or Stradum, to comprehend the 
monumental character of Dubrovnik 
and the city fortifications. 


Museums, palaces, churches and 
beautiful buildings that I visited paled 
in comparison to these defense walls 
and fortresses, the city embraced by 
them and the deep blue Adriatic Sea. 

Development of the defense walls 
runs parallel to the development and 
growth of Dubrovnik beginning in the 
eighth century. 

Toni Kalcic, our rapid-talking tour 
guide, provided us with lrvdepth and 
weighty historical bacxground on the 
city. 

He hardly needed to speak since 
every street, every house and every 
stone are part of Dubrovnik’s 1000 year 
history, all squeezed in the narrow 
space inside the surrounding walls. 

The city became my favorite spot c 
our itinerary.
